BUSINESS SUMMARY 


The well depicted in: the photo¬ 
graph i 8 being drilled by the Rib- 
stone Oils Ltd. located on 1-46-1, and 
so called* because it is situated on 
the apex of the Ribstone-Rlackfoot 
anticline. The apex of this;'anticline 
runs in a north-easterly direction 
from the Ribstone Creek to the 
Blackfdot Coulee and hats been the 
scene of considerable investigation 
by- ,1^ tjn^ie, nfnaniyn Geologiyt. 

The rig at this well is a Standard 
Cable Rig and is capable <of going to 
a depth of approximately 6000 feet. 

{They are commencing operations 
with a 20 inch hole—this is reduced 
a/ short distance down and is further 
reduced as necessity demands.

Wonderfully encouraging' re¬ 
mits are being obtained! by a nuno 
ber of gardeners in the Peace 
River region. In August 1924 the

the Manitoba Agricultural Coll¬ 
ege at Winnipeg, the Dominion 
Experimental Station at Morden, 
surd the Dominioni Experimental 
Farm at Brandon. He returned 
to find at Beaverlodge a far better 
showing of raspberries and cur¬ 
rants than had been seen else¬ 
where on the trip. 

Fruit growing and ornamental 
planting are the subject f the 
ReaverWlge Stations most pro¬ 
lific correspondence.

THROUGHOUT 

THE SUMMER 

Indian Head Experimental Farm 
Practically any householder can 
boast of flowering 1 plants in his 
garden for a few) weeks in the 
sumer, but to qbtain good show¬ 
ing throughout the growing sea¬ 
son requires study and fore¬ 
thought. In the West, where the 
growing season is comparatively 
short* the realization of a floral 
display during this period is pos¬ 
sible only by considering each 
plant, particularly with relation 
to time of blossoming', 

Space is not available at this 
time to online the soil treatment 
and reguirements that will insure 
the best development of any one 
plant or class of plants. Suffice it 
to say that the soil should be well 
worked at all times, and 4 sweeten¬ 
ed 7 ’ by the action of frost' good 
aeration and the addition of hu¬ 
mus forming materials. 

Selections should be made from 
the following classes of plants: 
winter and spring flowerng bulbs 
annuals, biennials and perenniels. 
Varieties in abundance, repre¬ 
senting each of these classes, have 
proven to be hardy and suitable 
for planting oni the prairies. These 
classes will be given in the order 
in which they blossom through-

With the object of insuring ab¬ 
solutely pure daily supplies of 
milk to residents in the neighbor¬ 
hood, two of the largest mechan¬ 
ical bottle-washers ever built h3ve 
been added to the milk-bottling 
plant of a dairy combine at Will- 
esden, England'. 

These machines consist of a 
number of tanks about thirteen 
feet deep, by the aid of which fif¬ 
teen thousand bottles can be 
cleansed at the same time, and can 
be delivered- filled, at the rate of 
360 a minuted;. 

For the first thirty minutes of 
the process each bottle travels up 
and down in the tanks filled with 
caustic liquids. Then it is auto¬ 
matically ejected and carried to 
the sterilizer, where it receives 
three separate washings in hot 
water- and five sprayings with 
sterilizing solution. 

The bottle is then cooled down 
until it reaches the temjperaure of 
the milk with which it is knrmedi- 
ately filled.

PROGRESS OF 

EGG-LAYING CONTEST 

AT AGASSIZ 


ciotmparison between the 6th 
B C. Egg Laying Contest now be¬ 
ing held ait Agassiz, and that of 
last year, up. to the end of the 9th 
period, or the 36th week, proves 
very interesting and in every in¬ 
stance show's the present contest 
to be ahead. Considering that last 
year a number of recocrds were 
broken, the prospects for doing 


the same this year are very prom¬ 
ising. 

The average num|ber of eggs 
per bird laid in the 252 days is 
over 171, against 155 at the same 
time last year, when the final av¬ 
erage was nearly 2T5 eggsi. The 
pen which finished last year with 
a World's Record of 2683* had 
iaid 1892 eggs at this stage, 
whereas this year there are seven 
nens, with a larger total than this 
the leading pen! being credited 
with 2111 eggs, which means a 
lav of 83.1% of possible produc¬ 
tion since the start of the Contest. 
The highest individual record for 
last year (and incident .ally the 
highest in any Contest in the 
World) was 332 eggs- -this bird 
had laid 229' eggs in the first 36 
weeks, .atnd this year there are 
six birds with greater records 
than this, two of them (one 
White Leghorni, and one Barred 
Rock) having laid 245 egg each 
in 252 days. Last year, of 31 
birds with records <over 200 eggs 
at this time* 15 of them finished 
over the 300 egg mark, so that 
with 84 birds having passed the 
200 egg’s this year, there should 
be more than 300 eggers than 
ever. 

The average number of points 
per bird is 181, which means that 
all eggfs laid since the eomimence- 
ment of the Contest have aver¬ 
aged 24i/ 2 oulnces to the dozen. In 
the 36th week, only four penfe of 
the 46 failed to score as many 
points as eggs, and only 54 hens, 
or under 12% laid eggs weighing 
less than 24 ounces to the dozen. 
The bird with the highest score, 
is t Barred Bock* with 2'90.8 points 
for 235 eggs, and a White Leg¬ 
horn comes next with 2187.2 
points for 234 eggs. 

Of the 125 il second generation" 
birds, (i. e. daughters of register¬ 
ed hens) entered, 116 are alive, 
and their average egg production 
is a fraction higher than the re¬ 
maining birds in the Contest. It 
is very gratifying to learn that 
these second generation birds are 


making such a good shoeing 
which goes to show that the fac¬ 
tor for high egg production has 
been transmitted to the progeny. 
It also goes to prove that high 
production in an egg laying con¬ 
test does not adversely affect the 
breeding quality of a good bird.

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THE WHEAT POOL AND 
TRADING IN FUTURES 


I N the Chicago Price Current 
Grain Reporter, the organ of 
the Chicago Gra ; n Trade, there 
appeared early in August an article 
referring to the delivery of three 
million bushels of wheat on the last 
day of July by the Pool to cover 
sales made on the July option. The 
Central Selling Agency of the Can¬ 
adian Pools felt at the time that 
the article was not worth much at¬ 
tention. Recently, however, it has 
appeared as a paid advertisement 
in the form of a news item in prac¬ 
tically all of the Western Canad¬ 
ian weekly newspapers. This ad¬ 
vertisement was sent out by a gen¬ 
eral advertising agency already set 
up in stereotype plate forms with 
the following instructions to the 
newspapers: 

“Do not add printers’ or ad¬ 
vertising marks of any kind 
to the plate.” 

In view of this organized effort 
to misrepresent the transaction to 
the farmers of the west, the follow¬ 
ing facts are hereby given: 

On July 1st the Sales Depart¬ 
ment of the Canadian Paol knew of 
the existence of a short interest in 
•July wheat. July is the on ; month 
in the year when there is the least 
actual wheat, owned by either the 
grain trade or the farmers, avail¬ 
able for delivery and when at¬ 
tempts are most frequently made 
on the part of speculators to 
squeeze the market. It soon be¬ 
came evident that an attempt of 
'-his sort was to be made. The 
Pool had in store a fair quantity 
of No. 3 Northern wheat for which 
there was no immediate export 
^ale, in competition with which on 
the world market there was a con¬ 
siderable quantity of No. 2 Hard 
Winter wheat from the United 
States, which was selling at from 
18 to 22 cents under Canadian No. 
1 Northern wheat. This attempt at 
a corner soon forced the price of 
July wheat up to a point where the 
Pool felt they should sell some of 
their wheat, especially ns they 
were able to sell No. 3 Northern 
wheat at around 10 cents per 
bushel over the price at which No. 
2 Hard Winter wheat was being 
sold. The “long” interests in July 
wheat acted apparently on the as¬ 
sumption that the Pool would not 
step into the market at this time 
and they were, therefore, naturally 
surprised when, instead of b::ng 
able to force a cash settlement 
with the “short” interests at the 
close of the month, they were faced 
with the actual delivery of this 
wheat. With the expiration of the 
July option and the pricking of the 
bubble, the men who had attempted 
to squeeze the market found them¬ 
selves with a large quantity of 
wheat on hani which they had 
bought at the inflated July prices 
and which they would now be com¬ 
pelled to dispose of in competition 
with the American -wheat. In the 
meantime the Pool had obtained 
for its members a very good price 
for their wheat. 

The Pool is charged in the article 
referred to with having depressed 
the market by the delivery of this 
wheat, yet, as a matter of fact, No. 
1 Northern wheat is at the time of 
writing trading* slightly above the 
price at which it stood on July 1st. 
The statement is also made that the 
Pool had been throwing wheat on 
the market during the month of 
July in quantities which had 
checked advances. This statement 
is also disproved by the actual fig¬ 
ures. On July 2nd the price was 
$1,49%, on July 31st it was $1.59V2 
and the high point reached between 
these dates was $1.6214. 

The charge is also made that the 
Pool is speculating in futures con¬ 
trary to its expressed principles. 
The fact is that the Pool takes ad¬ 
vantage of every available market 
to dispose of the farmers’ wheat 
and on this occasion it happened 
that the attempted corner gave the 
Pool an opportunity to sell a quan¬ 
tity of wheat which they had 
actually at their disposal at a price 
which was temporarily higher than 
other markets offered. The Pool 
was not selling paper wheat with 
the object of buying it in again at 
a lower price, which is the method 
of the speculators, but was dis¬ 
posing of farmers’ grain which 
they had for sale. 

These are the facts of the opera¬ 
tion and show that the “long” in¬ 
terests in July wheat lost out in 
their efforts to rig the market for 
their own benefit, while the Pool 
had succeeded in marketing, at a 
very satisfactory price, a large 
quantity of wheat.

-work by the Farmer group and' 
others, all was lo'st through the j 
arbitary. action of Mr. Meighen 
in asking for dissolution of Par-j 
liament without getting the Gov-' 
ernor General’s formal ^sanction 
Lo the numerous bills. 

The unfortunate condition of 
the Customis department necessi-; 
tated an investigation. Consid¬ 
erable work was done on this by 
a House committee; but owing to j 
political party exigencies it was] 
not as thorough as it should have 
been. On the report being given 
to> the House, I therefore support¬ 
ed an amendment asking that the 
investigation be continued by a 
judicial commission; the judge 
being appointed by the judges of 
way placing the continued invest¬ 
igation as far as possible out of 
party politics. 

Th e voluntary resignation of 
Mr. MacKenzie. King on being re¬ 
fused a dissolution by the Gov- 
eronr General a ad 4he appoint¬ 
ment of Mr. Meighen to take his 
place, should not have interfered 
with the acceptance of alll legis- 
ation that had passed both the 
Commons and the Senate. 

The present administration, 
however, attempted to carry on 
without properly appointed Min¬ 
isters and therefore received the 
censure of the House. 

Mr. Meighen then asked for 
dissolution without going through 
the form of prorogation; a most 
I extraordinary alnd uncalled for 
procedure. This action nullified 
any legislation that had! not re¬ 
ceived the signature of the Crown 
therefore responsible for the loss 
of any legislation that had pass¬ 
ed both Houses. 

My experience while in Parlia¬ 
ment, has further convinced me of 
the futility of the two party sys¬ 
tem; whose energies aire expend¬ 
ing too much in struggling for 
power, and too little in; consider¬ 
ing legislation! for the country’s 
good. The time has come when 
the people must decide whether 
they wish to continue the costly 
custom; of government by the 
competitive party system* or to. 
develop, a business administration 
based 1 on co-operation between 
the various economic groups in 
the House of Gc!m\mons. in con¬ 
clusion I wish to* express my deep 
appreciation of th e support given 
me during the last five years* 
and trust that I shall again have 
the honor of serving you in the 
future.

In a 306-day official 
test she produced 21,241 pounds of 
milk and 909 pounds of butterfat. 
The previous record production for 
the same number of days was IS,266 
pounds of milk and 739 of butter- 
fat. 


Immigration to Canada for the 
first two months of the fiscal year 
amounted to 36,113, according to an 
official statement issued by the De¬ 
partment of Immigration and Colon¬ 
ization. This is an increase of 11,- 
791 over the same two months a 
year ago. Immigration for May, 
which is the latest month included 
in the statement, was 13,C20 this 
year, as compared with 13,338 last 
year. British immigration has in¬ 
creased from 6,559 in May, 1925, to 
7,986 in May, 1926. For the same 
months immigration from the United 
States has increased from 1,757 to 
2,063 and from other countries 5,022 
to 8,571.

ALBERTA CLEBRATES 

IT’S ANNIVERSARY 

The Province of Alberta on 
September first celebrated the 
21st anindversiary of its creation 
as a Province of Canada. Vari¬ 
ous functions comm/em'orating the 
event, took place throughout the 
province, including radio ad 
dresses by prominent men, includ¬ 
ing Dr. A. C, Rutherford* first 
Premier /of the Provience and 1 G. 
Hoadlev, Minister of Agriculture 
and present acting premier and 
others. 

During its 21 years, the prov¬ 
ince has/ increased in population 
from less than 200,000 to 640,000 
Its area in wheat has grown from 
220,GOIQ -acres to 5,1000,0100 acres, 
and the area in all crops has 
grown from 616,00)0 acres to 
11-000,000 acres. The estimated 
value <of agricultural products has 
$256,000,0010 and the diry indus¬ 
try alone has grown feoim 1 very 
smiall proportions to the produc¬ 
tion value of more than 1 . <£20-000,- 
OOQt annually. Coal production 
has grown from less than one ttnil- 
lio/n tons to seven, millions, and 
industrial establishments have 
increased from 97 to over 2,000.
